I’he profits of the capitali.slid 
fiends who have money invested, 
has to come principally out of the 
exploitation of labor power, and 
BO we find child and woman latmri 
largely resorted to. The women and 
oliildren are worked from seven im 
the morning till eleven and Iwelve 
at night! I-ast week on two ocea- 
nions some of the girls threatened a 
revolt ami tried to go home at lialf 
past nine, but tlie slave driver used 
the threats usual with such erea* 
tiires undci the pn-sent syBtem, and 
the fear of losing their employment 
tmide the girls cower before' him, 
it is said.

The workers can most effectively act as a clacs in their struggle apjait {w 
collective powers of capitaliini by constituting themselves into a politk^ 
party, distinct from and opposed to all parties formed by the propertied “lissm. 

While we declare that the development of economic conditlona tends to tk

The inauguration of a. system of public industries, public credit to bo usifi 
for .that purpose in order that the workers be secured the full product of tbek 
labor. 

5 . The education of all children up to the age of t 8 years, and state aod bu< 

nicipal aid for books, clothing and food. f 

6 . Equal civil and political tighta for men and women. 

7 . The initiative and referendum, proportional representation and tho ilfbt 
of recall of representatives by their constrtuenta. 

But in advocating these measures as steps in the overthrow of capitalism 
and the establishment of the co-operative commonwealth, we warn ths votklac 
class against the so-called public ownership movements as an attempt of thi 
capitalist class to secure governmental control of public utilities for ths puiposi 
of obtaining greater security in the exploitation of other industries and aot iol 
the amelioration of the conditions of the working class. _

.\ new form of grafting has 
sprung up in this countrA’, to which 
if may he well to direct (iur atten¬ 
tion, at least briefly. This new form 
of grafting finds easy victims among 
the capitalists, by mcan.« of which certain men who would otherwise 
have to their bread by the sweat of their fa(»t as members of the 
working-armv, fin up for themselves lives of comparative ease, with 
capitalism .apparently footing the bills. 

Living by one's wits is an accomplishment that developed long ago 
in the fertile Yankee brain. It is always capable of new applications 
and m.’wlificatibnh as the capitalist system unfolds, and in a gooil many 
cases the grafting is upoii the’rapitalist class itself, that is, the graft¬ 
ers so siape thfir scliemc that the living it liclds comes out of the 
plunder the capitalists secure from labor. 

Under the capitalist system there sre two ways of making wealth. 

The one way is the legitimate way, that of producing it by hard 
toil. The great bulk of the male population of society (and the wo- 
mea and children, too, alas I) arc forced into hard labor to bring into 
existence the wealth needed by society. The .system then despoils 
them of Die greater part of it. 

Then the .second process of ‘‘making” wealth takes place.' It is 
that process knowil as ‘‘making money,” which consists in getting the 
dollars from one pocket into another. By methods legitimate and il¬ 
legitimate, by means of rent, profit and interest, by dishonesty, legal 
and illegal, by sharp practice and even by gambling and outright 
Imrglftrv, the division of the spoils of labor is carri^ on. .\nd as 
this seramble of the market, this thing called commercialism, knows no 
right but might, the system has to be bolstered up by police forces, 
jails and penitentiaries to protect the one rascal from the others. 
There are big city office buildings filled to overflow with men living 
by their wits. Jlany of them get their Irving without work and they 
don't care, who foots the bills so King (is they get a respectable living. 

One of tlic latest schemes of this class of human vampires consists 
in luring the capitalists—^whn arc often stupid men in many ways— 
into the organization of anti-organized-labor associations which pro¬ 
vide the schemers with fat jobs a.s .-^-relaries and editors of official 
papers. In this' the capitalists have been found particularly “easy.” 
and so wc SCO such associations in existence as the National Economic 
Tsague, the Civic Federation, the National Manufacturers' Association, 
and the like, all with nice berths attached. 

It i.s a graft that works well just now. How long it will continue 
we do not pretend to know. Nor do we rare. The rich arc parasites, 
md ii is nothing new in nature to see parttsitn.s support still other 
parasites. And in this instance, in the last analysis, labor supports 
hot h I 

.\ud uow a new and mOAnor variety of grafter ha.« come upon the 
Sfciie. , 

Uiscovering thul the rich class was Isecoming disturbed over tire 
steady, relentless gron-th of Socialism in this country, these fears have 
Inren dwelt itpou and the capitalists made to feci that an anti-Sooialist 
press was « nei'e.«sity. to counteract the mischievous poison of col¬ 
lectivism- -the red sireetcr. as. it has been called, fine Herbert Casson 
led off in this disreputable business. I-ator on. an anIi-.Socialist pa|rer 
was launched at Haverhill, M.i.ss.. a large manufacturing city in which 
tlie working class has had the audacity to assert its (xjlleclive strengtli 
•t the ballot box, with the result that it elected lire first .Socialist 
mayor in the country anil still “holds the fort.” Now a 8iH.-ond paper has 
made its appearance, cclited by P. G. I?. Gordon, at one tinic a wor'ser 
in the Socialist rank.s, hut whose usefulness to that movement was 
somewhat irapaireil by certain revelations regarding relations with old 
party politicians. When the .'Socialist movement liecame tincongcuial, 
Gordon flew to that foxy opponent of Socialism. .Samuel Gompers, 
and doulilless had Gompers’ endorsement to the Haverhill e.apjtalists, 
via the Mark Hanna n>nte, when he, Gordon, decided to graft upon 
that particular and promising field. 

.\ copy of this latest effusion lies on our table. One leading si-are- 
head reads; •‘.'v.ciidist Platform a .Mass of Untruth,” and elsewhere on 
the front page we find Casson'a absurd screed about Greenbaum’s n'- 
iiort reprinteil. .\11 Girougli the paper are articles attempting fo re¬ 
habilitate that worn out lie about Socialism lieing against the purity of 
the home and the right of llie people to worship as they please. ’.\n 
oapecial attempt is made to inflame Catholic working slaves in New 
England'against our |)arty and our philosophy, hut it is a far-fetched 
attempt and reminds ns of some of the .V. P. alisiirdities that 
floated about the country some years ago. 

.\M in all the Haverhill (wper is a good ilhisiraii >u of the liank- 
ruply of facts “the opponent of Socialism possesse.s, and it is oiir guess 
that the capitalists who are putting up for the grafters will in timn 
learn that they are lieing flim-flammed. But while the graft l.isis it is 
a gtai l one.
